Public Library construction 
expands Children's Library

According to the project over- 
view on the Manhattan Pubhc Li- 
brary website, the hbrary expansion 
project is estimated to cost $2,125 
million and add 4,300 square feet. 
This doubles the current space ded- 
icated to the Children's Library, the 
renovation of which will include a 
new story time room, a parent and 
teacher resource center, and an out- 
door garden. 

"Having kids be able to be out- 
side and be safe is a really great part 
of our expansion," Laura Ransom, 
librarian, said. 

The fenced-in garden will act as 
a place for outdoor story time and an 
additional reading area. 



"With story times, we expe- 
rienced really large crowds for a 
while and that is a deterrent to some 
people because they are feeling en- 
closed, and some kids don't like it, 
some parents don't like it," Jennifer 
Adams, Manhattan Public Library's 
children's service manager, said. 
"We have a really big space now, 
so we shouldn't have that issue any- 
more." 

With the additional space, the 
collections will be able to expand 
and the media materials will be relo- 
cated into the children's area. More 
computer stations, with touch screen 
technology, will be added as well. 

"It's always challenging to 
think about how libraries can grow 
with the way our society and culture 
is changing all the time," Adams 
said. 

The primary source of the ex- 
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Manhattan Public Library Director Linda Knopp said, "Our goal was to 
make the expansion look like it wasn't an expansion. People walk by and ask 
if this has always been there." 
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One of the goals of the Manhattan Public Library expansion was to keep the 
original look of building the same. The expansion added space to both the 
north and south sides of the library. 



pansion's funding is through the 
library's capital campaign, which 
raised one-third of the costs private- 
ly. Donors have an opportunity to 
name a space or functional area for 
donating certain amounts. Accord- 
ing to the project overview on the 
Manhattan Public Library website, a 
permanent display in the atrium of 
the library will recognize all those 
whose donations met or exceeded 
$500. 

"It's special to see how many 
people came together to say, 'Oh 
yes, I really want to make this a 
special place for kids,'" Dani Scha- 
paugh, Manhattan Public Library's 
public relations coordinator, said. "It 
was something a lot of people could 
really rally behind." 

Construction by Kelly Con- 
struction Group Inc. is on schedule 
to be completed by mid-December. 

"We had to close off some of 
our entrances, but they are all open 
again." Adams said. "It's definitely 
calmed down now that the outside 
structure is complete." 



The internal construction is 
now in the process and is already 
showing progress. Laminate wood 
flooring, as well as new lighting, has 
been installed in the story time room 
already. 

"The crew has been amazing." 
Schapaugh said. "Everything has 
been on time or ahead of schedule 
and they've been able to adapt to 
changing circumstances." 

On Jan. 17, 2015, the Manhat- 
tan community is invited to cele- 
brate the end of construction at the 
library. 

"We are inviting the community 
to come out and celebrate with us," 
Adams said. 

There will be refreshments, a 
performance from Kansas City-area 
performer Rockin Rob, recognition 
of all the donors and activities for 
kids. Children will have the oppor- 
tunity to take their picture with chil- 
dren's book characters as well. 

Updates on construction are 
posted to the Manhattan Public Li- 
brary website.

KSUPD receives grant 
for new officer 

The K-State Police Department 
is one of only six statewide depart- 
ments to receive funding for a new 
officer, according to K-State Today. 
The grant comes from the Depart- 
ment of Justice and Office of Com- 
munity Oriented Policing Services 
hiring program. 

"The grant is awarded by need 
and due to the critical infrastructure," 
Capt. Don Stubbings said in an email. 

This year, the program gave $123 
million in aid to departments across 
the country, $125,000 of which went 
to the police department according 
to Stubbings. He said the grant will 
allow patrols to be more involved in 
critical infrastructures, which he ex- 
plained are areas where large crowds 
or sensitive research are located. 

"(The grant) will allow for a 
more proactive stance in community 
policing," Stubbings said. 

K-State architecture students 
to collaborate with 
professionals for 
national competition 

From today through Thursday, 
the 10th annual national Xtreme LA 
Challenge will team up 12 fifth-year 
students from four disciplines in 
K-State's College of Architecture, 
Planning and Design with national 
professionals in these fields to work 
on creative solutions to the problems 
associated with an ever-expanding 
Manhattan, Kansas according to 
K-State Today. 

"We plan on investigating and 
proposing scenarios for Manhattan's 
transition from small town to grow- 
ing city," Timothy Tse, a fifth-year 
senior in architecture and participant 
in the event, said via email. 

To Tse, this event is a great op- 
portunity to learn how to work with 
others in different disciplines to 
make projects happen. He said he is 
nervous and excited to be working 
with professionals from all over the 
country, to be a part of something 
that is going to be important to Man- 
hattan. 

On Thursday, the teams will 
present their proposals at noon in 
Seaton Hall's Pierce Commons. The 
presentations will be open to the pub- 
lic.

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Volleyball returns home 
after two-game road trip

After winning back-to-back road 
matches (in Missouri and Okla- 
lioma) for tlie first time since 
September 2004, K-State hopes to 
retake home-court when it takes the 
floor against Iowa State. The first set 
will take place at 7 p.m. 

The two road wins gave K-State 
(15-2, 2-1) 50 points in the AVCA top 
25 poll, which is good for a couple 
spots outside of the top 25. 

Leading K-State on the road trip 
was freshman outside hitter Kylee Zu- 
mach, who was named Big 12 Fresh- 
man of the Week for the fourth week 
of the year. 

"Honestly, it was a huge surprise," 
Zumach said. "I thought everyone did 
so awesome (during the Kansas game). 
It's honestly just a honor every week." 

She is the first Wildcat in school 
history to have four weekly awards in 
a season. This honor puts her second in 
career weekly awards behind Kaitlynn 
Pelger, who had eight in her career. 

"I think she's really grown in a 
short amount of time," senior libero 
Gina Madonia said of Zumach's prog- 
ress over the year. "I think she has 
taken the criticisms and good praises 
from people and have used that to her 
advantage and turned this into some 
really tough play." 

Zumach's had 33 kills, four blocks 
and two digs in her past eight sets. 

So far this season, Zumach has 
over 200 kills. She reached the mile- 
stone faster than all but one Wildcat in 
K-State history (Cari Jensen), and did 
it in the same number of sets. 

Also standing out for the Wildcats

recently is senior middle blocker Na- 
tali Jones. 

Jones leads the Big 12 in blocks 
per set and hit an extremely efficient 
.417 on Saturday against the Red 
Raiders . 

"Nat (Jones) is such quiet leader," 
Zumach said of her senior teammate. 
"She leads by example and she wants 
to get it done. She's so quiet and I'm 
not used to playing with people like 
that. So it's awesome to play with 
someone like that who leads by exam- 
ple, who I can watch and follow be- 
cause I want to be great at blocking too 
when I'm a senior." 

The Cyclones (8-5, 1-2) come into 
Wednesday's match after beating West 
Virginia in Ames. 

While Iowa State's record may 
make the Cyclones look unimpressive, 
this team has been through the gaunt- 
let. 

Iowa State has played and been 
swept by three of the current top four 
in the AVCA poll (Stanford, Florida 
State and Texas.) 

The Cyclones have also lost in 
four sets to No. 23 Minnesota. 

"They're always good," K-State 
head coach Suzie Fritz said of Iowa 
State. "They're extremely well- 
coached. I mean (they) do a tremen- 
dous job with their team. They're al- 
ways in the mix and they get better as 
the year goes. Even when they have a 
team that doesn't start out terribly well 
they always find a way to improve 
throughout the course of the year. 
They've traditionally been one of the 
top teams in our league for a reason." 

Iowa State was receiving votes in 
the polls until its loss against TCU in 
Fort Worth, Texas at the end of Sep- 
tember. 

The Cyclones are led offensive- 
ly by sophomore outside hitter Ciara 
Capezio and her 118 kills. Iowa State 
is led defensively by freshman outside 
hitter/middle blocker Alexis Conaway, 
who has 52 blocks on the season so far.

After two rounds in Akron, Ohio, 
sophomore Seth Smith is the individ- 
ual leader in the tournament. If he 
holds on to win, this will be K-State's 
second consecutive individual victor 
and the first duo of individual cham- 
pionships in the same year since 
2008. 

The first round is the reason that 
Smith is at the top of the leaderboard. 
He carded five birdies with just one 
bogey. He played even in his second 



round, but still sits at 4-under par for 
the day. 

"Seth played really, really well 
in the first round," head coach Grant 
Robbins said. "He kind of fell off in 
the second round, but he's got him- 
self in good position going into to- 
morrow." 

The Wildcats may have the lead- 
er on their team, but are sitting in 
sixth place after two rounds. They 
trail Xavier for the lead by 1 3 strokes . 
K-State was 4-over par after their first 
round, but saw their score blow up to 
1 4-over when the day was done. 

"We played pretty decent in the 
first round," Robbins said. "We really 
struggled in the second round of the 



36-hole day. We have to take a look at 
our conditioning, but we're in strik- 
ing distance for tomorrow, and we 
really need four guys to turn in pars 
tomorrow." 

Smith had the lowest score of all 
the Wildcats by eight strokes. Sopho- 
mores Hank Simpson and Matt Green 
are just one stroke apart. Simpson 
is 4-over par and tied for 28th. One 
stroke makes a world of difference, 
as Green is all the way back in 33rd. 

Sophomore Connor Knabe and 
Freshman Trent Evans rounded out 
the field for K-State. Knabe was 
9-over par and tied for 59th. Evans 
was just three strokes behind his 
teammate and tied for 75th.

For each of the past five 
weekends we've had since the 
beginning of the semester, I 
have driven - at minimum - 
three cumulative hours. Two 
of those weekends were used 
for a quick trip home, but for 
the other three I was driving 
to livestock shows that took 
place in Hutchinson and Wich- 
ita, Kansas, as well as Omaha, 
Nebraska. 

Through these three 
weekends, I have learned some 
valuable lessons. 

1. You can't make 
everything in your life a 
priority, no matter how 
much you'd like to 

The livestock species I 
compete with is swine, and 
one of the key components to 
showing any livestock species 
is working with them several 
times a week (if not daily) to 
prepare them for the show and 



to ensure their behavior is as 
favorable as possible. When 
you exercise, practice showing 
and spend time with your 
animals, you are contributing 
to the external factors of what 
make a powerful show animal. 

From the time the fall 
semester started, to my last 
livestock show, I was able to 
work with my pigs once out- 
side of a show setting. 

This meant was that any 
corrections or improvements 
I knew needed to be made 
had to be done either right 
before the show or during the 
show itself, which is not at 
all conducive to success. This 
scenario is comparable to a 
coach teaching his or her team 
a new play during warm-ups 
or a timeout. Fortunately, my 
animals were able to adjust 
fairly quickly, but it makes 
your time in the show ring that 
much more stressful. 



2. Learn how to travel 

Even though this is a fair- 
ly broad subject, it's one that 
is important to know if you 
are going to be on the move 
frequently. 

It's best to get anything 
that will need to be complet- 
ed when you get back done 
beforehand, to lower the stress 
you'll have to handle upon 
your return. 

The next aspect of this is 
packing. You have to learn the 
balance of having everything 
you need, and possibly a bit 
more if space allows, without 
packing too many unnecessary 
items. I find it effective to pack 
one outfit for each day, plus 
pajamas and one extra outfit 
for possible inclement weather. 
To know what sort of toiletries 
and accessories you'll need, 
what I'll generally do is set 
aside the items I use the day 
before to ensure I remember 
everything important. 

You also have to know 



how to handle the traveling 
itself. Ideally, you'll have had 
enough experience beforehand. 
However, one thing I hadn't 
had much experience with 
was driving long distances by 
myself. 

What I've discovered 
is that it's important to have 
things that stimulate your 
mind, so that you don't get 
bored or even drowsy at the 
wheel. Things that are helpful 
for this in my experience are 
small snack items such as 
sunflower seeds, drinks such 
as pop or a water bottle and 
music. Music in particular is 
beneficial, because belting out 
your favorite songs as loudly 
as you can is a delight when 
no one is around to judge your 
singing abilities, and it will 
keep you wide-awake. It's also 
important to leave at a time of 
day when you know you won't 
get tired, if at all possible. 



3. You need time to re- 
charge 

While this may not be as 
important for an occasional 
long trip, if you are going to 
be traveling frequently it is 
crucial to allow your body 
time to rest and re-adjust. The 
best way to do this is to simply 
sleep it off. When you return, 
either fit in a power nap or go 
to bed as early as possible. 
If this isn't possible, just try 
to take it easy - this is when 
doing all of your work before 
you leave will come in handy. 

When you leave for 
college your priorities change, 
but you likely will not discard 
every aspect of your previ- 
ous life. With a bit of proper 
balance, you can maintain both 
sides of the spectrum.
